Plot to assassinate Numeiri 


Twelve Sudanese officers held

The Sudanese government launched 
ἃ massive man-hunt this weekend 
for persons suspected of planning 
to assassinate Prealdent Ja'afar Nu- 
meirl and a number of his military 
end civilian associates. 


Interior Minister General Moham- 
med Baker Ahmed announced on 
Friday that a retired brigadier and 
11 army officers were arrested in 
connection with the plot. He sald 
the onicers Wel be brought to criai 
immediately after the completion of 
preliminary investigations. 


In ἃ statement broadcast over the 
official Omdurman Radio, General 
Ahmed said the officers were rounded 
up, after a period of close sur- 
veillance, while they were meeting 
at the residence of retired Briga- 
dier Abdul-Rahim Mohammed Shan- 


nan, described as the master-mind 
of the conspiracy. 

Shannan was involved early in 
the 1960s in an abortive coup against 
Sudan's first military ruler, General 
Ibrahim Abboud. He was jailed for 
about three years, following which 
he was released in 1964 when the 
civilians regained power. Shannan 
was elected to Parliament the fol- 
lowing year but lost his seat in 
1968. 


The Sudanese government gave 
no hiut about the aspirations of the 
plotters or their political leanings. 

President Numeiri, who came to 
power in May 1969 after toppling 
Sudan's civilian government in a 
bloodless army coup, was over- 
thrown in July 1971 by what was 
termed at the time a Communist 
coup. Three days later, however, 
he regained army support. He then 


executed 14 persons including the 
jeaders of Sudan's powerful Com- 
munist Party, and arrested some 
3,000 people after reshuffling the 
nation's political and army institu- 
tions. 

Last year, Numeiri's relations with 
neighbouring Egypt and Libya 
reached a crisis level when he an- 
gered Cairo by restoring diploma- 
tic relations with the U.S. and in- 
furiated Tripoli by barring Libyan 
military «@reratt from flying over 
Sudan to Uganda to assist Presi- 
dent Idi Amin against the insur- 
gents. 

Khartoum's “Al-Ayyam” newspa- 
per said that the attempt to topple 
Numeiri was “naive and low-level- 
led," adding that whoever was he- 
hind it should have been “better ac- 
quainted with Numeiri's popularity 
among the Sudanese.” .

Jerusalem mopey-changer Ellahu 
Isaacs, convicted Jast summer of 
smuggling an all-time record of 
$2.5m. out of the country, was Sen- 
tenced in Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday to a TL60,000 fine or a 
year In jail. 

Isaacs, 60, who had said he got 
his dollars from men who were be- 
ing supplied by the Controller of 
Foreign Exchange, was also given 
an 18-month suspended sentence. 
Court President Zvi Eli Baker said 
the circumstances did not warrant 
the 1811 term demanded by the 
prosecution. 

In the original 89-page indictment 
presented last year, Isaacs was ac- 
cused of smuggling the money out 
between June 1967 and September 
1969, using foreigu-currency ac- 
counts of n0n-citizens in Jerusalem's 
Foreign Trade Bank (now part of 
the First Internationa] Bank of Is- 
ταῦ. The branch iater pald 
11,560,000 to the Treasury for its 
part in the affair. 

The prosecution claimed that 
Isaacs made the transfers without 
the knowledge of the account-hold- 
ers, but the money changer coun- 
tered that all his dealings were con- 
ducted openly. After the prosecu- 
tion agreed to drop some of the 
charges, Isaacs admitted the rest. 

In justifying his actions, Isaacs 
said he kad not expected arrest 
since the authorities had never in- 
tervened before during his 20 years 
of similar activity, He noted that 
he got the dollars from two men 


Car-blasting 
suspects held 
for seven days 


TEL AVIV, — The Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court on Friday remanded 
two brothers, suspected of blowing 
up another man's car, after the 
Police appealed the previous day's 
decision of a lower court to free 
them on bail. 

A police inspector told District 
Court’ Judge Yitzhak Raveh that 
the suspects — Alexander Wein- 
gart and Yehoshua Weingarton — 
had placed a half-kilo charge un- 
derneath the car of Yehoshua Ellas 
at midnight last Wednesday be- 
cause he had allegedly reneged on 
the sale of his δὶ to them after 
accepting a down payment. 

The blast went off, damaging the 
car, and smashing the bedroom 
window of Mr, Elias’ nearby flat 
at 61 Derech Haifa here.

Goldman to seek

City Maneger Ronnie Feinstein 
suggested to the Municipal Execu- 
tive Fridey that one or two ma- 
chines normally used to shake olives 
out of oliva trees be purchased in 
order to shake snow from trees in 
danger of collapsing. During the 
recent snowfall, more than 2,000 
trees in the city were damaged by 
the weight of snow. 


As for snow graders, Mr. Fein- 
stein sald it would take 20 of them 
to open the city’s main roads to 
traffic within six hours in the event 
of heavy smow. The graders cost 
11.500,000-11.750,000 each. At pre- 
sent the City has access to six or 
seven which can be borrowed 
from building contractors in an 
emergency. It is up to the City au- 
thorities, Mr. Feinstein said, to 
decide whether the investment in 
additional snow graders was worth 
while. 

A decision has already been taken 
that-each municipal department will

be provided with jeeps in order to 
enable ernployees to be brought to 
work during a snowstorm. 

The Executive set up a committee 
headed by Mayor Teddy Kollek to 
look into the overall problem of 
coping with snow in the elty, in- 
cluding a spelling out of the tasks 
the Municipality should undertake 
when snow falls and the order in 
which they should be executed.

ELU. professors end 
5-week partial strike

The five-week-old partial strike 
of Hebrew University professors 
and senior lecturers ended on Fri- 
day. At a meeting on the Givat 
Ram campus which lasted till 
after midnight Thursday, the pro- 
fessors voted by a narrow margin 
to accept the terms offered by the 
University administration. 

The end of the strike means they 
will resume their administrative 
duties. 

The professors had originally 
asked for 25 per cent increases to 
bring their salaries in Une with 
those paid at the Technion. 

Under the actual settlement, they 
achieved two gains. Associate pro- 
fessora and senior lecturers are to 
be paid for supervising examina- 
tions during the latter part of the 
summer vacation. This duty was 
not compensated for previously. 
The net gain may amount to the 
equivalent of a month's salary — 
or an 8 per cent rise — a repre- 
gentative of the professors told 


per cent of their salary. This, 
ever, is not automatic; professors 
will have to submit research pro- 
grammes to their deans. 

It is believed that stricter con- 
trol of the research requirement will 
substantially cut down on “moon- 


lighting," the practice of teachers 
to commute to other institutions, 
which reduces the time they have 
for research. 

“Our strike will have achieved 
an important result if it cuts down 
on moonlighting,” one professor 
said. 

Those professors who hold ad- 
ministrative jobs or who are on 
sabbatical Jeave will not receive 
the full research allowance. It ia 
estimated that under the new 
agreement only about one-third of 
all professors will qualify for the 
full allowance. 

Hebrew University senior staffers 
are meeting in Tel Aviv today 
with the coordinating committee of 
the Association of University 
Teachers. They are expected to re- 
join that association, which they 
left 14 months ago in protest over 
the failure of Technion staffers to 
cooperate on setting salary stand- 


PROF. ALEXSNDER LOBIAN, 
head of the Hebrew University’s In- 
stitute of Languages and Literature, 
has been named ἃ corresponding 
member for life of the Conseil In- 
ternational de la Langue Francaise.

PAMPLONA, Spain (AP). — Mil- 
Honaire Spanish industrialist Felipe 
Huarte, 43, was back home safe 
yesterday after being released by 
Basque guerrillas who held him 
for 10 days. 

Huarte, head of one of Spain's 
Jeading construction firms, was 
kidnapped by ἃ four-man comman- 
do team armed with machineguns 
on the night of January 16.

The extreme right-wing pro-

The charges made by the rival 
Greek Cypriot sides followed 
Thursday’s death of the represen- 
tative ofthe Fateh in Cyprus, who 
was killed in his hotel room by a 
still unexplained explosion. 

Pro-Grivas newspapers claimed 
that the man, Abu Khair, was 
blown up while handling his 
own bombs. The papers claimed 
Abu Khair came specially to Cyp- 
rus to manufacture bombs for 
groups supporting Makarios, and 
linked him with Dr. Vassos Lyssar- 
ides, the leader of the leftist, 
Edek pro-Makarios party. Dr. Lys- 
sarides, who is Makarios’ personal 
Physician, is an active supporter 
of the Arab cause 85 well as ap 
opponent of the Greek military 
junta. 

A police statement issued on 
Friday indicated Abu Khair was 
killed by means of a sophisticated 
electronic explosive device planted 
under his bed, which was detonat- 
ed by remote control through a 
wireleas signal . 

The link between Abu Khair and 
Dr. Lyssarides was a letter found 
in the wreckage of his hotel room 
by the police. The letter, signed 
by Dr. Lyssarides’' American wife 
Barbara, authorized Abu Khair to 
draw 500 Cyprus pounds from 8 
Jocal bank. 

The pro-Grivas papers said this 
was proof that Dr. Lyssarides was 
financing Fatah operations in Cyp- 
rus. Dc. Lyssarides denied this. He 
said Abu Khair had set up a com- 
pany in Cyprus in partnership 
with him to operate a hotel and 
the authority to draw money was 
a straightforward business trans- 
action. 

Dr. Lyssarides’ party newspaper 
“Ta Nea" cnarged that Abu Khair 
was killed by “Israeli agents with 
a network of their collaborators in 
Cyprus.” Tk added that the Pales- 
tinian resistance “studiously avaid- 
ed mounting any anti-Israeli acti- 
vities in Cyprus... in appreciation 
of the wholehearted support and 
friendship of the Cyprus govern- 
ment.” 

“Ta Nea” implied Israeli agents 
were cooperating with the Eoka, 
saying “Israeli agents extended 
their operations in Cyprus in co- 
operation with local subversive ele- 
ments against members of the 
Palestinian resistance and their 
sympathizers in an attempt to dis- 
τυρὶ <Arab-Cypriot friendship.” 

Observers pointed out that se- 
veral of the leaders of a pro- 
Grivas political front. are also 
leading members of the Cyprus- 
Israel Friendship Society.

Arab Defence Council 


opens in Cairo 


CAIRO (Reuter). — A special ses- 
sion of the Arah Defence Council 
opened here yesterday with 2 
tough speech by Arab League chief 
Mahmoud Riad blaming Arab nez- 
ligence for the failure to liberate 
territories captured by Israel. 
The former Egyptian Foreign 
Minister told Arab Defence and 
Foreign Ministers: “Arab negh- 
gence has led to our failure to li- 
berate the Arab territories. We 
have committed many mistakes in 
the past and are still making mis- 
takes with the result that we are 
ΠΟῪ incapable of liberation.” 
Political commentators were sur- 
prised at Mr. Raid’s frankness in 
an inaugural address to the 1&8 
nation Council in public session. 
He appealed for united action 
among the Arab states and deciar- 
ed: “Joint Arab action is still lack~ 
ing careful and effective planning, 
especially as we are facing an 
enemy who is being flooded with 


Rabat students 
defy warning, 
continue strike 


RABAT (Reuter). — The outlawed 
National Moroccan Students Union 
'{UNEM) has defied government 
warnings by calling for a con- 
tinuation of the current strike of 
over 15,000 university students, now 
in its sixth week. 

The ent has warned that 
students who do not return to lec- 
tures by tomorrow would be ex- 
pelled from the Mohammed Five 
University and their scholarships 
withdrawn. Professors who do not 
turn up for work on the same date 
will be dismissed. 

In a communique stuck on faculty 
buildings on Friday morning, the 
UNEM listed five major demands — 
release of student leaders, lifting 
of the ban on the UNEM, autonomy 
for the _ university, guarantees 
against violation of the university 
by security forces, and satisfaction 
of a list of urgent materia] prob- 
lems.

The League Secretary-General 
was expressing the wishes of many 
delegates that the special Council 
session would be more productive 
than the previous session held in 
Kuwait last November which was 
Plagued by differences among 
member states. 

Mr. Riad said he hoped the ses- 
ston would pave the way for a 
full summit meeting to endorse a 
joint Arab military plan to restore 
the captured lands. 

Moroccan Foreign Minister Ah- 
med Taibl Ben-Hima, chairman of 
the session, told delegates the main 
aim of the discussions was to draw 
up such a plan. He said the Arabs 
Should learn from the Vietnamese 
“and depend upon ourselves in 
order to rid our countries of Zion- 
ist occupation.” 

President Sadat sent his good 
wishes to the session through his 
Foreign Minister, Dr. Mohammed 
Hassan el-Zayyat, who paid tri- 
bute to Syrians who had died in 
the latest clashes with Israel. 

‘The Council then went into se- 
cret session to debate its official 
agenda. Delegates will also debate 
ἃ report by the Arab Economic 
Counci] on the formation of a joint 
Arab fund to finance Arab front-

arms factories,

MOSCOW (UPI). — A grandson 
of the late Soviet ruler Josef Stalin 
died of an overdose of drugs in 
November and lies buried next to 
Stalin's second wife in Moscow's 
Novodevichy cemetery, according to 
Soviet sources. 

Vasily Vasilievich Stalin, 23, died 
of a “misuse of drugs — 8ὺ over- 
dose,” the sources said. They did 
not say he was au addict nor give 
any further details about the young 
man or his death except to say he 
had lived in Moscow. 

The government-controlled news 
media, which guards the privacy 
of the families of Soviet leaders, 
did not report his death . 

A Western newsman visiting the 
cemetery, the most prestigious in 
Moscow after the Kremlin wall 
where Stalin himself 1s buried, dis- 
covered the grave and plain marble 
stone simply the name Va- 
sily Vasillevich Stalin and the dates

Universities were closed on Jan- 
uary 3, eight days ahead of the 
mid-term holiday, following clashes 
between students and police in the 
streets of Cairo. 


Classes were scheduled to resume 
yesterday, but the reopening was 
postponed for an extra week on rec- 
ommendation of a parliamentary 
committee probing student unrest. 


The newspaper said six students 
were arrested on January 14 for 
publishing ‘seditious leaflets” at 
Cairo's Heliopolis suburb. A seventh 
student was arrested as he attempted 
to smuggle a leaflet to Farid Abdel 
Karim, a former Arab Socialist 
Union official who is now in jail, 
the newspaper said. 

Karim was ἃ member of the Sabry 
Sroup that was convicted for con- 
spiring to topple President Sadat. 


The detaincd students face two 
years in 1811 for possession of the 
seditious leaflets, the mewspaper 
said. 

The newspaper sald 63 students 
and government employees were ar- 
rested following a speech Sadat de- 
livered to parliament op December 
28. But it added that Prosccutor- 
General Maher Hassan has ordered 
the release of 23 Alexandria Uni- 
versity students and 32 Cairo Uni- 
versity students who were involved 
fm recent demonstrations.

ddctors: denounced well-known 
brands of over-the-counter cold 
cures and cough mixtures. The tes- 
timony was full of old anti-quackery 
terms such as “witch's brew” and 
“snake oil.” 


NO PROVEN EFFECT 

. The subcommittee was told that 
Americans spend $1,000 million a 
year on combination drugs for colds. 
Witesses sald that the antihista- 
mines contained in almost all these 
cures have no proven effect on cold 
symptoms. 

One fast-selling brand of cough 
mixture was said to be 25 per cent 
alcoho! which could be harmful. A 
vapour inhalant was alleged to have 
been shown by tests to bé'no more 
effective than pure steam. 

‘What has kept the F.D.A. out of 
this whole area until recently is a 
feeling of powerlessness. Legally, 
the F.D.A. can only challenge the 
credentials of new drugs. Established 
brands have to be taken to court 
where the burden of proof rests on 
the agency. : 


DIET DEUGS ATTACKED 

Diet drugs also came under attack 
in ithe Senate hearing. Here the 
F.D.A, said it would take action to 
require more stringent warnings to 
be posed on amphetamine products 
which could be harmful to the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

The agency is taking immediate 
action to limit the levels of Vitamin 
A and D in non-prescription drugs. 
Overdoses of both can lead to high- 
ly dangerous toxic complications, 

But a new approach is being 
made to the whole problem of drugs 
sold over the counter. More than 
100,000 drugs are being split up into 
categories, and ground rules are 
being drawn up for each. When they 
are finished the manufacturers will 
be forced to conform to them.
